NEWSROOM NOTES - Late this 
su mmer, the “ghost” of an almost 
forgotten disease came back to hau nt 
u s with sev ere ou tbreaks in the sou th 
and midwest. 
The disease is v iral encep halitis, 
commonly known as sleep ing sick­ 
ness. 


Near-epidemic 
outbreaks 
were 
reported in parts of Tex as, Florida 
and Arizona. Most alarming to clti- 
zens of our state were a number 
of cases reported In central and 
southern Illinois communities. 
These 
unex pected 
outbreaks 
hav e many concerned citizens won­ 
dering: 


“Will sleep ing sickness strike in 
m y commu nity ?” 
“ How can I p rotect my self and my 
family ? 
Althou gh disease ou tbreaks of any 
kind are cap riciou s and u np redic­ 
table, there is a good chance that 
sleep ing sickness 
will not 
sp read 
mu ch fu rther in Illinois. One reason 
is that most ou tbreaks are confined 
to late su mmer ami early fall. Anoth­ 
er reason is that insect-borne sleep ­ 
ing sickness is. strictly sp eaking, an 
accident to man. Insects known to 
transp ort the disease — su ch as mos­ 
qu itoes, lice, mites and ticks — p ick 
u p the infecting v iru s from animal 
hosts, which they mu ch 
p refer to 
hu mans. 


Occasionally , 
howev er, 
a 
so- 
called "cross-feeding” insect comes 
along that bites both animals and 
man. One such insect is the Culex 
Pipiens mosquito, highly suspected 
as a cause 
of the 
current 
out­ 
breaks. Giv en the right circum­ 
stances such as a large reserv oir 
of infected birds or animals and a 
dense human 
population, 
cross- 
feeding mosquitoes can “ gang up” 
to cause an epidemic. 


Accidental or not, encep halitis in 
man is seriou s. The disease affects 
the central nerv ou s sy stem, striking 
with su dden high fev er, headache and 
dizziness. Within a day or tw'o drows­ 
iness or stu p or ov ercomes the v ic­ 
tim. He dev elop s a stiff neck, be­ 
comes mentally 
confu sed 
and has 
sp eech difficu lties. In sev ere cases 
conv u lsions and coma may dev elop . 
Abou t one in 10 v ictims dies. Many 
of those who su rv iv e are left p ara­ 
ly zed. enfeebled 
or 
mentally re­ 
tarded To date, there is no sp ecific 
treatment. 
AH this hav oc is wreaked by what 
is actu ally a family of v iru s condi­ 
tions. Three ty p es of sleep ing sick­ 
ness are known in the United States 
—Eastern equ ine, Western equ ine and 
Saint Lou is. The word “equ ine” de­ 
scribes two ty p es first thou ght to be 
sp read by horses. Later it was dis­ 
cov ered that horses — like men — 
are accidental 
v ictims. 
Most 
fre­ 
qu ently , the chief sou rces of the 
disease are wild and domestic birds. 


Ev en though there is no cure for 
sleeping sickness, y ou can help to 
protect y ourself 
and 
family 
by 
getting 
rid of possible 
mosquito* 
|)i'f>p(lnig sources near v our home. 
Specifically , y ou should: 
Eliminate p ools of standing water 
near y ou r home. 
Rou tinely emp ty ou t water from 
p ails, cans, jars, discarded tires and 
any other p ossible stagnant watci 
reserv oirs where mosqu itoes like to 
lav their eggs. 
Cu t down high weeds 
near y ou r 


home. 
Keep floors and windows screened 
or closed. With the ap p roach of cool­ 
er weather, mosqu itoes seek warmth 
inside homes.

DETROIT I.T) — General Motors 
Corp . threatened cou rt action today 
against the United Au to Workers 
Union on charges that p ickets were 
illegally p rev enting emp loy es not in­ 
v olv ed in a nationwide strike from 
entering eight GM p lants. 


Louis G. Seaton, GM v ice presi­ 
dent for personnel, adv ised the 
union that what he termed illegal 
picketing was “ seriously impairing 
efforts to resolv e local bargaining 
issues at these plants.” 


Seaton said that GM wou ld be 
forced to resort to su ch legal means 
as it considers necessary “to correct 
the situ ation.” 
Seaton said the p lants were in 
Mu ncie, Ind.; two in Willow Ru n, 
Bay City , Pontiac, and Flint, Mich.; 
Pittsbu rgh, and Fremont, Calif. 


The warning came as GM and 
UAW negotiators tried a dou ble bar­ 
reled ap p roach in seeking to end a 
strike of more than a qu arter mil­ 
lion GM workers arou nd the nation. 


Negotiators met for two hours 
Sunday and agreed to ex pedite dis­ 
cussions on some 18.0(H) local at* 
the-plant demands while try ing to 
settle differences on a 
national 
contract. 


Workers walked off their jobs at 
89 GM p lants Friday , shu tting down 
p rodu ction of the comp any ’s 1965 
model cars. 
The u nion s non-economic demands 
— su ch as u np rov ed working condi­ 
tions and increased u nion rep resen­ 
tation — were major stu mbling blocks 
to accord on a new national contract. 
Both sides agree that negotiations 
ov er money m atters hav e been v ir­ 
tu ally wrap p ed u p along lines of the 
economic p ackage already accep ted 
by the u nion from Ford and Chry sler. 
Seaton said there was no discus­ 
sion Sunday on any of the issues 
which touched off the walkout, and 
that the company took no new pro­ 
posals to the bargaining table.

Warren Report Sparks 
Security Rev amp Demand 


WASHINGTON (H - The Warren 
Commission’s rep ort on 
President 
John F. Kennedy ’s assassination has 
sp arked a demand that Congress act 
at once to imp rov e p residential se­ 
cu rity . 
While the commission’s findings 
—and criticisms of the FBI and 
Secret Serv ice—were being relay ed 
to the world, President J ohnson 
swiftly appointed a four-man com­ 
mittee to adv ise him ‘‘on the ex e­ 
cution’’ of the commission’s rec­ 
ommendations. 
The mam conclu sion by the sev en- 
man p residential commission is that 
Lee Harv ey Oswald, acting alone 
and not as p art of any foreign or 
domestic consp iracy , mu rdered Pres­ 
ident Kennedy . It said Jack Ru by 
acted as a loner in gu nning down 
Oswald two day s later. 
The main recommendation of the 
commission in its 8 8 8 -p age rep ort, 
made p u blic Su nday night, is legis­ 
lation—to tighten p rotection of p res­

Freu nd was ex hau sted when he 
retu rned to Ban Me Thu ot, 25 miles 
from the camp and went to bed. 
None of the ranking rebel leaders, 
inclu ding Y Bham, rep ortedly was 
in the camp when it was seized. 
Premier Ngu.v en 
Khanh 
spent 
an hour at Buon Sar Pa and said 
on his return to Ban Me Thuot: 
"We made no deals with them. 
(Mir forces are in the camp. The 
Vietnamese flag is fly ing.” 
An aide said the rebel su rrender 
at the camp was u nconditional, bu t 
that some of the rebel leaders wou ld 
attend a meeting in Ban Me Thu ot 
later to discu ss some of their de­ 
mands with gov ernment au thorities. 
The U.S. Army had more than 40 
helicop ters at Ban Me Thu ot, some 


of 
them arm ed with rockets 
and 
machine gu ns, for u se in case of 
trou ble. They did not, p articip ate in 
the march into Bu on Sar Pa ex cep t 
to remov e the Americans earlier in 
the day . 


American au thorities were notified 
of Vietnamese intentions to occu p y 
Bu on Sar Pa by force if necessary 
on Satu rday . 


Hie rebels reportedly were in­ 
formed in adv ance that Freund 
would be leav ing and that gov ern­ 
ment troops would be coming in. 
A fleet of I . S. helicopters Sunday

las motorcycle patrolman, Marrion 
L Baker, was riding in the motor­ 
cade at a point several cars behind 
the President. He had turned right 
from 
Main 
Street 
onto 
Houson 
Street and was about 200 feet south 
of Elm Street when he heard a 
shot. 
Baker, having 
recently re­ 
turned from a week of deer hunting, 
was certain the shot came from a 
high-powered rifle. He looked up and 
saw pigeons scattering in the air 
from their perches on the Texas 
School 
Book Depository 
Building. 
He raced his motorcycle to the 
building, 
dismounted, 
scanned the 
area to the west and pushed his 
way through the spectators toward 
the entrance. There he encountered 
Roy Truly, the building superintend­ 
ent, who offered Baker his help. 
They entered the building, and ran 
toward 
the two elevators in the 
rear. 
Finding that both elevators 
were on an upper floor, they dashed 
up the stairs. Not more than 2 min­ 
utes had elapsed since the shooting. 


When they reached the second-floor 
landing on their way up to the top 
of the building. Patrolman Baker 
thought he caught a glimpse of some­ 
one through the small glass window in 
the door separating the hall area near 
the stairs from the small vestibule 
leading into the lunchroom. Gun in 
hand, he rushed to the door and saw 
a man about 20 feet away walking to­ 
ward the other end of the lunch­ 
room. The man was empty-handed. 
At 
Baker’s 
command, 
the 
man 
turned 
and approached him. Truly, 
who had started up the stairs to the 
third floor ahead of Baker, returned 
to see what had delayed the patrol­ 
man. Baker asked Truly whether he 
knew the man in the lunchroom. 
Truly replied that the man worked 
in the building, whereupon Baker 
turned from the man and proceeded, 
with Truly, up the stairs. The man 
they encountered had started work­ 
ing in the Texas School Book Deposi­ 
tory Building on October 16 , 19 6 3. His 
fellow workers described him as very 
quiet — a “ loner.” His name was Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 


Within about 1 minute after his en­ 
counter with Baker and Truly, Oswald 
was seen passing through the second- 
floor offices. In his hand was a full 
“ Coke” bottle which he had pur­ 
chased from a vending machine in 
the lunchroom. He was walking to­ 
ward the front of the building where 
a passenger elevator and a short 
flight of stairs provided access to 
the main entrance of the building on 
the first floor. Approximately 7 min­ 
utes later, at about 12:40 p.m., Os­ 
wald boarded a bus at a point on Elm 
Street seven short blocks east of the 
Depository Building. The bus was 
traveling west toward the very build­ 
ing from which Oswald had come. 
Its route lay through the Oak Cliff 
section in southwest Dallas, where it 
would pass seven blocks cast of the 
rooming house in which Oswald was 
living, at 1026 North Beckley Avenue. 
On the bus was Mrs. Mary Bledsoe, 
one of Oswald’s former landladies 
who 
immediately recognized 
him. 
Oswald stayed on the bus approxi­ 
mately 3 or 4 minutes, during which 
time it proceeded only two blocks 
because of the traffic jam created by 
the motorcade and the assassination. 
Oswald then left the bus. 


A few minutes later he entered a 
vacant taxi four blocks away and 
asked the driver to take him to a 
point on North Beckley Avenue sev­ 
eral blocks beyond his rooming house. 
The trip required 5 or 6 minutes. At 
about 1 p.m. Oswald arrived at the 
rooming 
house. 
The 
housekeeper, 
Mrs. Earlene Roberts, was surprised 
to see Oswald at midday and re­ 
marked to him that he seemed to be 
in quite a hurry. He made no reply. 
A few’ minutes later Oswald emerged 
from his room zipping up his jacket 
and rushed out of the house. 


Approximately 14 minutes later, 
and just 45 minutes after the assas­ 
sination, another violent shooting oc­ 
curred in Dallas. The victim was 
Patrolman J. D. Tippit of the Dallas 
police, an officer with a good record 
during his more than 11 years with 
the police force. He was shot near 
the intersection of 10th Street and 


Patton Avenue, about nine-tenths of 
a 
mile 
from 
Oswald's 
rooming 
house. At the time of the assassina­ 
tion, Tippit was alone in his patrol 
car, the routine practice for most 
police patrol cars at this time of 
day. He had been ordered by radio 
at 12:45 p.m. to proceed to the 
central Oak Cliff area as part of a 
concentration of patrol car activity 
around the center of the city follow­ 
ing the assassination. At. 12:54 Tip­ 
pit radioed that he had moved as 
directed and would be available for 
any emergency. By this time the 
police radio had broadcast several 
messages alerting the police to the 
suspect described by Brennan at the 
scene of the assassination—a slender 
white male, about 30 years old, 5 
feet 10 inches and weighing about 
165 pounds. 


At approximately 1:15 p.m., Tip­ 
pit was driving slowiy in an easterly 
direction on East 10th Street in Oak 
Cliff. About 100 feet past the inter­ 
section of 10th Street and Patton 
Avenue, Tippit pulled up alongside 
a man walking 111 the same direc­ 
tion. The man met the general de­ 
scription of the suspect wanted in 
connection with the assassination. 
He walked over to Tippit’s car, 
rested his arms on the door on the 
righthand side of the car, and ap­ 
parently exchanged words with Tip­ 
pit 
through 
the 
window. 
Tippit 
opened the door on the left side and 
stalled to walk around the front of 
his car. As he reached the front 
wheel on the driver’s side, the man 
on the sidewalk drew a revolver and 
fired several shots in rapid succes­ 
sion, hitting Tippit four times and 
killing him instantly. An automobile 
repairman, D o m i n g o Benavides, 
heard the shots and stopped his 
pickup truck on the opposite side 
of the street about 25 feet in front 
of Tippit’s car. He observed the 
gunman start back toward Patton 
Avenue, removing the empty car­ 
tridge cases from the gun as he went. 
Renavides rushed to Tippit’s side. 
The patrolman, 
apparently 
dead, 
was lying on his revolver, which 
was out of its holster. Benavides 
promptly reported the shooting to 
police headquarters over the radio 
in Tippit’s car. The m essage was 
received shortly after 1:16 p.m.

When it comes to restaurants, this 
little handbook really shines. 
It tells you how to ask for a table 
near the window and, after you get 
it, how to say, “ Deze tafel bevalt 


mij niet, or “I do not like thif 
table.” 
Once you are seated in the 
middle of the room “ Geef mij 
helemael geen vet” and ‘‘Kellner, 
nog een vnrk.” The first phrase 
means, “ Don’t give me any fat” 
while the second demands another 
fork.

The 
great u n an swered qu estion in the 
report of the Warren Commission — 
which had ju st con clu ded that Lee

Oswald

Presiden t 
John F. Ken n edy —is why he did it. 
T h e 
sev en-ma n 
co mmissio n, 
hea ded by Chief Justice Ea rl Wa r* 
rcn, a fter a lmo st 10 mo nths o f 
inv estig a tio n a nd with the help o f 
a ll the reso urces o f g o v ernment, 
a dmits it co uldn’t lea rn Oswa ld's 
rea so n fo r the a ssa ssina tio n. 
Sin ce Oswald died two day s after 
the 
assassin ation —killed 
by Jack 
Ru by —the commission also admits 
it can ’t ev en say hon estly whether 
Oswald was in san e. 
So Oswald’s motiv e will probably 
remain on e of the most bafflin g 
en igmas of history , which wou ld 
probably make Oswald happy if he 
kn ew it. 
That’s becau se the commission did 
offer this opin ion : that Oswald’s ap­ 
paren t desire “for a place in history ” 
led the sev en men “to believ e that 
su ch con cern is an importan t factor 
to con sider in assessin g possible 
motiv ation for the assassin ation .” 
Yet, when the co mmissio n’s re­ 
po rt—a bo ut 2 0 v o lumes o f testi­ 
mo ny , inten iew s a nd ev idence— 
is a ll ma de public, Oswa ld will 
emerg e a s o ne o f the sha bbiest 
little men in histo ry . 
He was a liar. He was preten tiou s. 
He was a cry baby . An d. if the tru th 
were kn own , his attempts at mu rder 
may hav e been a perv erted way of 
seekin g his own destru ction . 
The commission raises this qu es­ 
tion abou t Oswald, who was “plagu ed 
all his life” by feelin gs of defeat 
an d mediocrity : Did he really wan t 
to escape after committin g a great 
crime? 
Sev en mon ths before he killed the 
Presiden t, Oswald tried to assassin ­ 
ate former Maj. Gen . Edwin A. 
Walker by shootin g at him throu gh 
the win dow of his home. He missed. 
Bu t before he wen t to Walker's 
hou se he left in his own home a 
n otebook fu ll of his plan s for shoot­ 
in g the gen eral, plu s pictu res of 
himself with a rifle an d rev olv er. 
If he ha d killed Wa lker a nd been 
ca ptured, his ho me certa inly wo uld 
ha v e been sea rched. Tho se no tes 
wo uld 
h a \e 
been drea dfully in­ 
crimina ting . 
The morn in g of the day on which 
he shot Ken n edy he left $170 at 
home an d took on ly $13.8 7 with him. 
certain ly n ot en ou gh to carry him : 
v ery far if he wan ted to escape from 
Dallas. 
He had a n eglected childhood— 
his father died before he was born 
an d his mother for lon g stretches 
had to work, leav in g him with frien ds 
or relativ es or pu ttin g him in a 
home—bu t he had a sen se of weap- 
on s an d v iolen ce from childhood. 
When he was 3 he threw a toy 
gu n at a woman takin g care of 
him. When he was 9 he chased his 
brother with a kn ife an d threw it 
at him. At 12. the commission say s, 
he had “fan tasies abou t bein g all 
powerfu l an d killin g.”

he 
drew 
a 
knife 
a nd 
threa tened to use it o n his sister- 
in-la w. At 18 he ta lked o f brea king 
into a sto re to stea l a g un a nd 
sa id he wo uld like to kill Presi­ 
dent Dwig ht D. Eisenho wer. 


After he join ed the Marin es h e , 
acciden tally shot himself with a 
pistol he had sn eaked in to his locker 
again st regu lation s. He was cou rt- 
martialed. When he wen t to the 
Sov iet Un ion at 20 an d was refu sed 
citizen ship, he cu t his wrist. He 
beat his wife, hit his mother, tried 
to kill Walker an d did kill Ken n edy . 
He criticized how the world was 
ru n , con siderin g both commu n ism 
an d capitalism failu res, bu t he was 
a failu re in the jobs he held in the 
Sov iet Un ion an d the Un ited States, 
an d had trou ble holdin g them. He 
was fired from more than on e. 
In the Sov iet Un ion he was a 
metal 
worker 
bu t 
the 
foreman 
thou ght he was careless an d lacked 
in itiativ e. He qu it two jobs in Tex as 
within fiv e mon ths, on e of them after 
on e day . He was fired from two jobs 
becau se he cou ldn ’t make the grade. 


He ridiculed o thers but lied end­ 
lessly a bo ut himself, g iv ing fa lse 
na mes, fa lse info rma tio n to em ­ 
plo y ers, deceiv ing his wife, a nd 
ev en ly ing a bo ut the kind o f jo b 
he held beca use he tho ug ht he 
sho uld be do ing a better o ne. 
He tried to act the big man —with 
his killin gs—bu t he lied abou t the 
two deeds that will keep him re­ 
membered: the killin g of Ken n edy 
an d 
a 
Dallas policeman , 
Officer 
J. D. Tippit. 
He tried to act the self-su fficien t 
male an d resen ted charity for his 


came u p with on ly on e: “Das Kapi- 
tal” by Karl Marx . 
An d, 
of 
cou rse, 
there 
is on e 
qu estion which will n ev er be an ­ 
swered an d which the Warren Com­ 
mission didn ’t tou ch on : Did Oswald 
in his v iolen t life ev er kill an y on e 
else? 
family , bu t he accepted it. He was 
fu ll of self-pity abou t his life an d 
hard times bu t wou ldn ’t work hard 
en ou gh or learn en ou gh to hav e a 
better life. 


He was fu ll of con tradiction s: he 
deserted the Un ited States for 
O O f , 
Sov iet Un ion , then the Sov iet Un ion I *-* 
for the Un ited States. He posed as 
an an ti-Castroite an d fou r day s later 
distribu ted pro-Castro leaflets. 


He preten ded to be a brain bu t 
spelled like a child. At 20 he claimed 
to hav e been stu dy in g commu n ism 
an d socialism bu t when asked to 
n ame the books he had read he
